forded, theſe few have particularly been preſerved, 
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ITTLE more than Thirteen Years, old, 
was JOHN CLAP of Scituale, when he 
died z but it might very truly be ſaid of him, 
That while he was yet Young, be began to ſeex 
after the God of his Father. From his Infancy 
he diſcovered a ſingular Delight in the holy 
Scriptures, whereby he was made wile" unte

Amiable by his Obedtence to his Parents, and 
his Courteſy to all his Neighboeurs. As he grew 
up, he ſignalized his Concern for Eternity, not
